VISTA — Deacon Bob Mueller 
believes that television is vital for selling 
any product or message, including 
Scripture. 

But the Catholic Church has scarcely 
tried this tool to evangelize, he said. 
‘Many Catholics watch evangelists of 
other faiths’? because their need for 
instruction on Scripture is not being 
fulfilled by a brief Sunday homily. 

The TV evangelist from St. Francis 
Church, Vista, began broadcasting a 
Catholic Bible study, ‘‘Kingdom 
Living,’’ a year ago, using the readings 
and Gospel for each Sunday’s liturgy. 

He can be seen on KTTY Channel 69 
on Sundays from 9-10 a.m. and on Cox 
Cable Channel 26 on Thursdays from 6-7 
p-m. 

He targets an audience of inactive 
Catholics. ‘‘It’s difficult to reach out to 
those who have left our parish 
communities. They need not learn 
Scripture from sources outside the 
church. The Bible is at the heart of our 
tradition,’’ he said. 

‘“‘We hope the program teaches each 
viewer to pick up the thread of God’s 
message for their lives,”’ he said. 
Developing the ability ‘‘to hear God 
speak to us takes training and discipline.”’ 

Last Sunday his program opened with 
an invitation to ‘‘tune into the voice of 


“God speaking to us in Scripture.”’ 


He summarized the theme of the 
Liturgy of the Word: God wants to pour 
his life into his people and free them from 
all bondage so they can worship him with 
their entire beings. 

Deacon Mueller used the first reading 
from the prophet Ezekiel to compare the 
Hebrews’ captivity in Babylon with 
death. ‘‘They considered themselves 
living corpses.”’ But in the promised land 
they experienced life or union with God, 
which results from receiving his Holy 
Spirit, he said. 

He contrasted the concepts of life and 
death in the second reading from Paul’s 
letter to the Romans. 

Paul referred to materialism as ‘‘living 
in the flesh,’’ which prevents people from 
pleasing God. But “‘living in the Spirit 
means giving our hearts to God,”’ he said. 

The evangelist challenged his listeners 
to compare their lifestyles with those of 
non-Christians. The Christian 
‘experiences God and lives in the 
Spirit.”’ Religion must result in a 
relationship with God, otherwise it is 
hypocrisy, he said. 

Deacon Mueller explained the Gospel 
account of Jesus raising Lazarus from the 
dead as an image of the life he gives 
people ‘‘to do the work Jesus did. God did 


not causé Lazarus’ sickness, but used it to - 


show the divinity of Jesus,’’ he said. 

Jesus wept from compassion and anger 
at the death of his friend — a reality 
resulting from sin brought into the world 
by Satan, he added. 

“Kingdom Living’’ is a division of the 
Diocesan Charismatic Renewal Center, 
which operates under the guidance of 
Franciscan Father Ralph Weishaar, vicar 
for charismatic renewal, the deacon 


explained. 
The program includes music by 
singers, including Peter Rubalcava, 


Karen Sayers and Kelsie Parker. Lectors 
give the readings before Deacon Mueller 
begins his instruction. Singers and lectors 
volunteer from parishes throughout the 
county, Deacon Mueller said. 

Hours of prayer, study and reflection 
prepare the evangelist for each broadcast. 

He said he felt called to this ministry 
over two years ago while listening to a talk 
at an ACT (Association of Christian 
Therapists) convention. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher ‘“‘could not have 
been more supportive,”’ he said, adding 
that he considers himself ‘‘the arm of the 
bishop in reaching out in the name of the 
church.”’ 

He works with a team of about 20, 
most from St. Francis Church. 

Some answer telephone calls from 
viewers, referring those with specific 
needs to appropriate sources, the deacon 
said. 

Santo Messina, coordinating producer, 
supervises scheduling, activities and 
finances for the program. These 
responsibilities take up one day and two 
evenings a week of his time. 

Tony Caserta, last Sunday’s lector, 
handles video and audio tapes for the 
program. His wife Kate types the 
readings for each Sunday and mails them 
on request. 

Jim Kemp of St. Vincent De Paul 
parish said his backstage work for 
‘Kingdom Living’’ has enabled him to 
grow spiritually. 

Pat Koenig, makeup artist for the 
presenters, said she wants to help Deacon 
Mueller, whom she feels God has called to 
evangelize. Her husband Ken assists with 
studio preparation. 

Msgr. Thomas Byrne, pastor of St. 
Francis Church, said ‘‘Kingdom Living”’ 
has earned high marks from his 
parishioners. 

He believes such programs should be’ 
supported primarily by the listeners. 

Deacon Mueller agrees. He considers 
his ministry blessed by the viewers’ finan- 
cial participation, which has offset month- 
ly operating costs of $5,000.

Thank you for your fine articles concerning 
correctional institutions ministry. I am .pleased to see 
credit given the dedicated clergy and laity who participate 
in this important work of the church. Permit me to clarify 
two points, neither of which change the substance of the 
series. ; 

There are two detention systems operated by the 
County of San Diego. The March 20 article mentioned 
the Sheriff’s Department, but several of the institutions 
noted are facilities of the Probation Department. 

Our department has 
jurisdiction of all the 
juvenile detention ‘facilities 


in the county and operates 
six adult institutions for 


men. 

Also, the Christian Jail Workers only administer 
chaplaincy services for institutions of the Sheriff’s 
Department. The Probation Department has a full-time 
Chaplain Coordinator, a position I have held for the’ past 
10 years. 

During that time, I have had the pleasure of working 
with many clergy and lay people from the Catholic 
Diocese of San Diego. The success of this part of our, 
program is due to the work of many people, but I 
especially commend Bishop Maher for his warm support. 
I also wish to acknowledge the outstanding cooperation of 
Father J. Patrick Foley of the Office of the Permanent 
Diaconate and Father Edward Kaicher of the Office of 
Youth and Young Adult Ministries. Their help makes it 
possible for the church’s presence to be seen and properly 
identified in our institutions.

Whenever I buy a car, I also get a Madonna statuette 
and a crucifix for it. Once, some years ago, I decided I 
wouldn’t go into the city to buy them, but would go to our 
local Christian bookstore. 

I walked in and asked for a Madonna. A deep silence 
fell over the whole store. Everyone turned and looked at 
me. You would have thought I had asked for an idol of 
Baal or Astarte. 

They admitted they had a Crusader’s cross, so I bought 
it and went slinking out of the store, grateful that my 
virtue was still intact. The experience taught me the value 
of the Catholic religious goods stores and book stores we 
have in San Diego. 

In pride of place is O’Connor’s Religious Goods Store 
on El Cajon Blvd. Like the Diocese of San Diego, 
O’Connor’s is celebrating its 50th anniversary. 

Jack O’Connor Sr. made a real act of faith when he 
opened his doors 50 years ago. I first met him in his little 
downtown store some 30 years ago. How proud he was 
when they moved to the larger quarters on El Cajon, and 
the bishop and clergy turned out for the opening. 

Later, Jack Jr. took over the store, and his friendliness 
was legendary. In turn, his son Gary became co-owner, 
along with longtime employee Jerry Heying.

Long ago, Lent was especially meaningful for two 
groups of people. 

For the catechumens, who were taking instruction and 
preparing to become Catholics, Lent was the final step 
before baptism and entry into the church. 

Then there were the penitents, Catholics who had 
committed some major public sin. For them, Lent served 
as preparation for confession, Holy Communion and re- 
entry into the church. 

At one time the emphasis was on the catechumens. 

Later, it shifted to the ‘‘public sinners,’’ as they were 
called. It is unclear what constituted these major sins, sins 
that called for public penance, but one thing is clear: They 
had to be public. They had to involve scandal. And since 
the sins were public, the penance for them had also to be 


public. 


This made the sacrament of penance and_ the 
celebration of God’s forgiveness quite a different 
experience for the people of the time than it has been for 
us. 

As the years went on, the practice of public penance 
gradually faded out. Under the influence of Irish monks, 
the sacrament of penance gradually developed into the 
practice most of us are familiar with, namely private 
confession. 

Although Lent has obviously changed through the years, 
in some contexts it is the same as it has always been. 
Today, all of us are catechumens and penitents. We are 
always learning more about God, Jesus, the church and 
what it means to be Christian. And most of us usually 
have something for which to be sorry. 

Lent, then, is for everyone, and many have asked, 
““How can we best observe Lent?”’ 


Some of us can remember when Lent was a time for the . 


hard-nosed. Lenten sacrifices such as fasting, abstaining, 
and other practices of mortification were prescribed. We 
gave up beer, candy, movies, and other such delights, and 
reduced the amount of food we consumed. We just 
toughed it out until the 40 days of Lent were over. 


Now, such self-denial and abstinence is all right, but 
the point of Lent is not to do something difficult. It is not 
even to suffer with Jesus, tortured and crucified. The 
point of Lent is to prepare for the resurrection of Jesus 
from death to life, and represents our sharing in that 
resurrected life through grace, the faith, and the 
sacraments of faith. 


Hence, whatever our Lenten ‘‘sacrifices’’ might be, 
their purpose is not to see how tough we are, or even how 
dedicated we are to Christ. Their only purpose is to 
prepare us for Easter. 


In examining your own particular Lenten practices, 
ask yourself one question: ‘‘Are these good works of mine 
really helping me to prepare to celebrate Easter?”’ 

If not, change them. If the answer is ‘‘yes,”’ you're 


doing just fine.

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‘Nicaragua’s future in hands of Pentagon 


Sister Mary Hartman says U.S. spreads disinformation about Sandinista government. 


The greatest violations of human rights 
in Nicaragua occur among the Contra 
troops, the movement supported by the 
Reagan administration, she said. 

‘‘Human rights violations are not a 
part of the Ortega government’s policy,”’ 
she said. ‘‘Sandinista soldiers accused of 
brutality are brought to trial.’’ The 
Nicaraguan government, under Ortega, 
was the first United Nations member to 
organize a human rights committee. 


Nicaragua has been suffering the 
effects of a ‘‘low intensity war’’ since 
1981, Sister Hartman said. “Tt is a war on 
all fronts, financed by the United States, 
to destroy the country politically, 
economically, ideologically, and 
militarily. The future of Nicaragua 
depends on what the Pentagon intends to 
doi? 

She said the United States has two 
alternatives — to sit down with the 
Nicaraguan government ahd recognize it 
as a sovereign country or to invade. 

Since the beginning of this war six 
years ago, 16,000 people have been killed, 
5,000 have been wounded, 250,000 have

been displaced, and 80,000 children have 
been orphaned in a country of: three 
million people. Nicaragua is comparable 
in size to the state of Illinois. 

The United States has violated its own 
constitution and international law by its 
economic blockade and support of the 
Contras, she said. The World Court cited 
the United States for 12 violations, she 
said. 


‘‘Our government has chosen to ignore 
as well the rules of the Organization of 
American States which expressly forbid 
one country from engaging in covert or 
overt action against another. We are 
trying to solve all the world’s problems 
with arms, as though we were the police 
force of the world,”’ she said. 


The Ortega government would not 
have survived in war-torn Nicaragua 
without the support of the people, she 
added. ‘‘The people of Nicaragua know 
the truth. They see themselves as David 
fighting Goliath.” 

Whose side is the church on 
Nicaragua? ‘‘Some of the priests, nuns, 
bishops and cardinals have made the

SANTEE — Inmates at Las Colinas 
Women’s Detention Facility are 
ministered to by a priest, deacon and lay- 
woman. Each offers distinct services that 
address the inmates’s spiritual, emotional 
and material needs. 

Father Joseph Sum, CSV, associate 
pastor of Guardian Angels Church, San- 
tee, celebrates Mass there every Monday 
afternoon for about 25 inmates. Catholics 
who request to participate attend the lit- 
urgy every third week on a rotating basis, 
he said. 

Father Sum is available for the Sacra- 
ment of Reconciliation and pastoral coun- 
seling. He also distributes Bibles, rosaries 
and booklets to the inmates. 

They show appreciation of his service. 
Some write him letters of gratitude. After 
attending the liturgies, others tell the 
chaplain that ‘‘the Mass made my day.”’ 

Deacon Kenneth Finn said. that Las 
Colinas is one of his favorite places of 
ministry. ‘‘I bring the church to the in- 
mates,”’ he said. 

He does not have an office, but every 
section of the institution is his territory. 
He moves from the cells to day rooms, 
greeting the women who wait to update 
him on their lives — date of trial, length 
of sentence, whereabouts of their 
children. i ; 

The chaplain spends one day a week in 
the minimum security quarters, and’an- 
other day in maximum security. 

He considers the facility’s 400 inmates 
as part of his family. ‘“They are my un- 
washed sisters,’’ he said. 

The chaplain candidly shares his feel- 
ings with the women. He told one group 
he tries to ‘‘comprehend the horror of 
having a child taken from its mother’ 
and sometimes cries after hearing this has 
happened to one of them. 

Deacon Finn also makes the inmates’ 


relatives part of his extended family. He 


visits with them two days a week, either at 
Mission San Luis Rey or St. Mary 
Church, Escondido. Family members of- 
ten have the same problems as the inmates, 
he said. 

Pastoral counseling comprises a large 
part of his ministry. He said that one 
woman, soon to be released, plans to be- 
come a candidate for the Rite of Christian 
Initiation of Adults in Escondido. 

He also distributes the Eucharist to 
about 100 inmates each week. 

The chaplain sometimes serves as a 
‘bridge between staff and inmates to im- 
prove their rapport.’’ He said officers do 
not hesitate to involve him in volatile 
situations. 

He values a chaplain’s role of reducing 
the level of tension in penal institutions. 
“A prison without an effective spiritual 
presence of Jesus Christ through his min-

and violence,’’ he said. 

About 30 women attend his weekly 
worship service of prayer, Scripture read- 
ings, song and personal sharing. 


Alcoholics for Christ 


Recently Deacon Finn introduced a 
new program at the facility — Alcoholics 
for Christ (AFC). Patterned after Alco- 
holics Anonymous, this 12-step method of 
abstaining from liquor and drugs is cen- 
tered on Jesus. 

The program was founded by Rev. 
Gary Craig, a minister in Poway, and his 
wife. Both are recovered alcoholics. 

Requirements for AFC participants in- 
clude belief that Jesus will deliver them 
from their addiction, confessing their sins 
to God, making amends to those they 
have harmed and praying to know God’s 
will for their lives. 

Those that persevere in sobriety 
become leaders in other AFC groups con- 
ducted in local churches. 

The chaplain held his first AFC meet- 
ing with one group of women in an in- 
formal, relaxed atmosphere. Noise from 
radios, conversations and cleaning equip- 
ment competed with his presentation in 
the cottage room, but seemed not to dis- 
tract the 16 women who were seated in a 
circle. 

He congratulated them ‘“‘for taking the 
risk to attend and say ‘I’m worth being 
loved.’ ’’ He stressed the community as- 
pect of AFC and acknowledged their inse- 
curity in joining the group. 

The leader described his own feelings of 
inadequacy that overwhelmed him as a 
youth. Anecdotes of encounters with fel- 
low Marines twice his size evoked gales of 
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laughter from the audience. 

The mood changed when one member 
noted little community support for ex- 
inmates. 

Deacon Finn then asked each member 
by name if she were worth being loved. 
All replied in the affirmative except Jane 
(pseudonym) who expressed uncertainty. 

“‘Love is not a feeling, but a decision,’’ 
he explained. ‘‘We love Jane by recogniz- 
ing she’s going through some stinkin’ 
thinkin.’ ’’ 

The women agreed with his conclusion 
that drug abuse poses the greatest threat 
in this country. “‘It’s a spiritual problem, 
not a social one. Satan is behind it,’’ he 
said, decrying the billions of dollars spent 
on secular anti-drug programs. 

The deacon told of a prostitute stabbed 
to death while ‘‘doing tricks’’ to support 
her drug addiction. 

He introduced the first step in AFC — 
admitting one’s powerlessness over alcohol 
and drugs. Everyone in the group agreed 
with this concept; one said she ‘‘had been 
doing drugs 22 years.”’ 

‘‘We’re all powerless until we realize 
the only all-powerful one is God,’’ the 
chaplain said. 

He closed the meeting by praying for 
needs the women mentioned. ‘‘This is 
where the power is,’’ he said. 

The deacon said that 160 women at Las 
Colinas participate in AFC, adding that 
he hopes most of them will eventually 

join. 


Response to ministry 


One inmate in maximum security told 
the Southern Cross that AFC has changed 
the prison environment. ‘‘There have

been fewer arguments and fights. We’re 
trying to spread God’s word,”’ she: said. 

Another said, ‘‘I’m here for drunk 
driving. My father was murdered and my 
daughter committed suicide. I escaped 
from the pain through alcohol.’’ 

The woman vowed to stay sober after 
serving her nine-month sentence. Then 
she intends to take AFC ‘‘to society to try 
preventing others from having to learn 
what I learned in a jail cell.’’ 

Sergeant Douglas Henderson, watch 
commander, said religious programs ‘‘de- 
crease the tension of participants. They 
might affect only a few, but their snowball 
effect’’ influences the entire facility. 
“‘Contact with ministers is contagious.”’ 

He acknowledged, however, that most 
inmates ‘‘manipulate the system”’ by at- 
tending programs to get out of their 
Cells 

Deacon Finn sees a host of unmet needs 
at the Santee facility. 

He believes a chaplain should minister 
there five days a week ‘‘to be a viable wit- 
ness to the women, most serving five- to 
six-month sentences for drug abuse, pros- 
titution and assault.’’ 

He could use 400 English and Spanish 
Bibles each month for the inmates, as well 
as Catholic pamphlets on prayer and the 
sacraments. These are supplied by dona-. 
tions from the St. Dismas Guild, which fi- 
nances his prison ministry. 

He also sees a need for an AFC pro- 
gram in every parish. He is spiritual dir- 
ector of the group at St. Mary Church, 
Escondido, the only parish in the diocese 
to sponsor the program. 


Liaison league 


Margaret Blazi, parishioner at Christ 
the King Church, ministers to Las Coli- 
nas inmates as a volunteer with the Liai- 
son League Rehabilitation Group, Inc. 
This support group provides sponsors, 
and finances needs such as housing, food, 
bus transportation and schooling for a six- 
to 14-month period after a prisoner’s 
release. : 

““We change their lives by helping 
them get back on their feet,’’ Blazi said, 
adding that many leaguers are alienated 
from their families. 

Blazi has sponsored six women from 
Las Colinas since 1980. This entails be- 
coming acquainted with them before their 
release, transporting them from the facil- 
ity, obtaining housing and supplying 
housekeeping essentials. 

One woman she sponsored first found 
temporary employment, then a perman- 
ent job with a telephone answering service 
— only six months after leaving Las 
Colinas. 

Eighty percent of the inmates who par- 
ticipate as leaguers remain out of prison, 
literature on the program states.

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* Religious order welcomes ex-offenders

PALMER, Mass. — A cross atop the 
grain silo is a first hint to visitors that the 
27-acre farm ahead is not an ordinary 
farm but in fact a monastery. 

But the farmhouse nestled in the rolling 
hills of western Massachusetts is not an 


_ ordinary monastery, either. The five 
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brothers living there have quite literally 
left their past behind to come together and 
form a new religious order devoted to jail 
and prison ministry. 

And new recruits to the Brothers of 
Bethany may come from among those 
they minister to. The order includes ex- 
convicts among its applicants. 

Members of the order are not allowed 
to use their last names and do not talk 
about their past. : 

‘“Many men, who have either been in 
prison or have had other moral difficulties 
in their lives, after a conversion exper- 
ience feel a call to religious life. But, for 
the most part, they are denied access to 
religious communities’’ because of their 
past, said Father Martin-Henri of the 
Resurrection, prior of the community 
and its only priest. 


The community, he said, was founded 
“*for these men, as well as those who have 
not had moral difficulties.”’ 

Father Martin-Henri, who like the 
others in the community does not use a 
surname, is a priest of the Diocese of 
Bridgeport, Conn. He said he retains the 
diocesan link for now because the new 
order is not yet formally recognized, but 
when recognition comes he will transfer to 
the order. 

The Brothers of Bethany is modeled on 
a Dominican spirituality and fosters both 
contemplative and apostolic life for its 
members. 

Father Martin-Henri said the group 
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‘...The Brothers of Bethany try to live out Father La- 
taste’s motto: God doesn’t care what we have been; 
only what we are and can be in his love.’ 


bought the farm near Palmer because it 
offered both the rural serenity ‘‘con- 
ducive to monastic life’’ and proximity to 
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prisons where the group was active. 


Brothers 


includes cropland, pasture for their small 
herds of cows and sheep, and woodland 
that provides firewood for their winter 
heating needs. 

They hope to finish converting the barn 
into a chapel by May. Since they founded 
the monastery nearly two years ago, they 
have been using a room in the farmhouse 
as their chapel. 

The Brothers of Bethany was formed at 
the request of the Dominican Sisters of 
Bethany in Millis, Mass. 

The Sisters, in turn, trace their origins 
to France in 1864, when Dominican 
Father Jean-Joseph Lataste conducted a 
retreat for a group of women in a French 
prison. In response to the desire 
expressed by some of the women to forget 
their past and start a new life serving 
God, Father Lataste formed the Sisters of 
Bethany. 

Bethany is the biblical town whose 
residents included Martha and Mary, 
symbols of goodness in contemplative and 
active life, and Mary Magdalene, the 
adulteress forgiven by Jesus and a symbol 
of conversion from an evil past. 

The brothers are supported by 
farming, donations of food and money, 
and income from St. Dismas Gift Shop at 
the monastery. 


Bishop Joseph Maguire of Springfield, 
in whose diocese the monastery is located, 
encouraged its establishment as an 
experimental community. The bishop, 
the Bethany Sisters and the Brothers all 
felt a ‘‘trial period’’ was needed before 
seeking formal church recognition, Father 
Martin-Henri said. 

In their jail ministry, which they carry 
out through prayer for jail inmates and 
active apostolic work, the Brothers of 
Bethany try to live out Father Lataste’s 
motto, ‘‘God doesn’t care what we have 
been; only what we are and can be in his 
love.”’

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San Diegans 
mark jubilee 
in Rome

ROME — As the Diocese of San Diego 

celebrates the golden anniversary of its 

founding and the silver anniversary of 
the episcopal consecration of its bishop, 
Leo T. Maher, several priests and 
seminarians of the diocese studying or 
working in Rome commemorated the 
event in a special Mass here. 

The diocese presently has five 
seminarians and three priests in Rome, 
plus two priests participating in the 
three-month Institute for Continuing 
Theological Education. 

The Mass offered for Bishop Maher 
and the diocese is significant because of 
the location in which it was celebrated: 
the chapel dedicated to St. Didacus — 
““San Diego de Alcala,’’ as he is called 


in Spanish — in the church of Santa 
Maria in Aracaeli, Italy. 
The church is located atop the 


Capitoline Hill, one of the original 
seven hills of Rome. As in ancient times, 
this hill is the center of the government 
of Rome. The church stands next to city 
hall and is believed to be one of the most 
ancient of Rome; even by the 6th 
century it was considered an old church. 

But why a special chapel dedicated to 
St. Didacus in this noted church in 
Rome? Apparently, in the year 1450 a 
jubilee was being celebrated in Rome, 
and in the same year St. Bernadine of 
Siena, a Franciscan, was being 
canonized a saint. Consequently, like so 
many of his Franciscan brothers, St. 
Didacus made a pilgrimage to Rome 
that year for the celebration, traveling

as it is also of significance for its 
daughter diocese, San Bernardino. 

For many years now, the diocese has 
had a sizeable community in Rome 
pursuing studies at all levels: 
seminarians, priests in graduate studies, 
and priests attending the Institute for 
Continuing Theological Education. 

This has provided the local church in 
San Diego with the wider vision of the 
universal church. It also is a sign of 
Bishop Maher’s commitment to 
providing the people with a well 
educated clergy. 

For the five seminarians and five 
priests in Rome, this year of jubilee is a 
special moment of appreciation for our 
heritage and history, and of gratitude to 
all those who have nourished the faith in 
San Diego. Although separated by a 
distance of thousands of miles, they 
remain close in spirit. 


with Father Alonzo de Castro. 

As today, the Franciscan order 
maintained the church of the Ara Caeli, 
where St. Didacus and Father Alonzo 
lodged in the friary attached .to the 
church. During this time, Father Alonzo 
fell ill. St. Didacus cared for him with 
such devotion that he attracted the 
notice of his superiors. 


St. Didacus was put in charge of the 
many sick friars who were accommodated 
in the infirmary of the friary and 
carrried on this work for three months in 
Rome. He is said to have miraculously 
restored some of his patients to health. 

The church also contains a chapel 
dedicated to St. Bernadine, whose 
canonization was the cause of St. 
Didacus’ visit to Rome. The setting 
could not have been more appropriate 
for the jubilee Mass which was offered,

Members of the laity have taken their rightful place 
in the church through their active participation in 
liturgy and a wide range of ministries, he said. 

Bishop Maher also noted diocesan efforts to foster 
ecumenism and the local church’s special relationship 
with neighboring dioceses in Mexico. 

‘‘In each age there are new challenges and barriers 
to overcome. In our age the challenge takes the form of 
a secular world view which sees the church as an 
anachronism, no longer of value in the face of 
materialism,’’ he said. 

‘‘Secularism and materialism tell us ... to buy those 
creature comforts which we think will help us find 
happiness and fulfillment. But Scripture, tradition and 
the history of the church speak to us much 
differently,’’ he added. 

‘‘We know that we are a people on a journey to the 
kingdom of God. We know that to reach our destiny, .  - ; E | 
we must be nourished by the word of God and the : 
sacraments,’’ he said. 

Following the communion prayer, Archbishop Pio 
Laghi read a message of congratulations to Bishop 
Maher from Pope John Paul II. Written in Latin, the 
letter recognized the bishop’s many accomplishments 
and wished continued ‘‘happy days for (Bishop 
Maher) and the flock of San Diego.”’

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Encyclical calls Mary 
‘model of femininity’

VATICAN CITY — In an encyclical 
dedicated to the Blessed Virgin, Pope 
John Paul II described Mary’s life as an 
image of obedience and freedom, a model 


‘of ‘‘femininity with dignity’ and an 


inspiration to Christian unity. 
The 114-page document, titled 
‘“Redemptoris Mater’? (Mother of the 


_ Redeemer), said Mary, as the “‘first to 


believe,’’ is a guide for the church and a 
‘“point of reference’’ for all humanity. 


The encyclical emphasized Mary as the 
“common mother’’ of Catholics and 
Orthodox Christians and took particular 
note of Mary’s place among Christians 
living in various parts of the Soviet 
Union. It also stressed the value of 
Marian devotions. 

The encyclical, the pope’s sixth, was 
issued at the Vatican March 25, the feast 
of the Annunciation. It was written in 
preparation for the special Marian year 
‘called by the pope, to begin June 7, and 
reflected the pope’s longstanding 
devotion to Mary. 


Much of the papal letter is an extended 
spiritual reflection on Mary’s 
‘pilgrimage of faith,’’ from the 
Annunciation to the Crucifixion to her 
assumption into heaven. Her ‘‘obedience 
*6f faith’? shown from the Annunciation 
onward, was ‘‘heroic,”’ it said. 


Mary continues to accompany the 


church’s journey, the document said, 


which ‘‘in our own time is marked by the 
sign of ecumenism.”’ 

The encyclical acknowledged some 
‘discrepancies of doctrine’’ between the 
Catholic and Protestant churches about 
Mary’s role in salvation, but asked 
whether all Christians could ‘“‘look to her 


as our common mother, who prays for the 
unity of God’s family.”’ 

One of the areas of disagreement 
between Catholics and Protestants has 
been Mary’s role as ‘‘mediatrix,’’ an 
interceder for mankind. The encyclical 
describes Mary’s mediation as an 
important part of her ‘‘maternal care,”’ 
but said it in no way diminishes the 
unique mediation of Christ. 

Among Eastern churches, which have 
faced ‘‘frequent persecution, even to the 
point of bloodshed,’’ the document said, 
Mary has been given a “‘privileged 
place.”’ 

It took special note of the approaching 
millennium of Christianity in what is now 
part of the Soviet Union. A few decades 
after the baptism in 988 of St. Vladimir, 
grand duke of Kiev, the schism between 
Eastern and Western Christianity 
occurred. 

“‘Rven though we are still experiencing 
the painful effects of the separation,’’ the 
document said, ‘‘we can say that in the 
presence of the mother of Christ we feel 
that we are true brothers and sisters.” 

The document briefly touched on 
Mary’s place in the church’s social 
teachings. 

The church’s ‘‘preference for the poor 
is wonderfully inscribed in Mary’s 
Magnificat,’’ it said. It referred to the 
New Testament account of Mary’s song 
of praise, describing God who “‘has cast 
down the mighty from their thrones and 
lifted up the lowly . . . filled the hungry 
with good things, sent the rich away 
empty.”’ 

The document said the church is aware 
— ‘‘and at the present time this 
awareness is particularly vivid’? — that 
the truth about salvation cannot be 
separated from God’s preference for the 
poor and humble.

Ecumenical affairs director 
lauds pope’s Marian encyclical

WASHINGTON — The head of the 
U.S. bishops’ ecumenical affairs 
committee praised Pope John Paul II’s 
new Marian encyclical for its biblical 
tone, Christ-centeredness,- future 
orientation and ‘‘insistent’’ call for an 
end to Christian divisions. 


“*T wish to express deep appreciation 
for the positive ecumenical thrust of the 
new encyclical,’’ said Bishop William H. 
Keeler of Harrisburg, Pa., chairman of 
the Bishops’ Committee on Ecumenical 
and Interreligious Affairs. 

The encyclical, titled ‘‘Redemptoris 
Mater’’ (Mother of the Redeemer), was 
released March 25. 


In his statement, issued the next day on 
behalf of the ecumenism committee, 
Bishop Keeler said the first. half of the 
encyclical ‘‘has a style which will be easily 
recognized by Protestant Christians. It 
closely resembles in form what they are 
familiar with as ‘Bible study,’ a form 
which blends scholarly reflection with 
Christian devotion.” 


Bishop Keeler also cited the ecumenical 
importance of the second half, where, he 
said, ‘‘one encounters something unusual 
in a papal encyclical. There is a rather 
detailed and appreciative account of the 
ways the churches of the East express 
their regard for Mary in their liturgy and 
in their art.”’ 


This approach, he said, shows the 
pope’s hope ‘‘that Roman Catholics may 
be able to grow in their appreciation of 
the traditions of the East so that once 
again, as he says, ‘the church may 
breathe with both lungs,’ Eastern and 
Western.”’ 

Bishop Keeler noted the pope’s focus 
on the nearness of the third Christian 


millennium, both in his encyclical and in 
his proclamation of a 1987-88 Marian 
year. He said papal hopes for Christian 
unity marked both events. 


‘*Quite striking,’’ the bishop 
commented, ‘‘are the repeated references 
to the rapidly approaching dawn of the 
third Christian millennium. The Holy 
Father has struck this note before. In this 
encyclical it becomes more insistent. 


‘‘He foresees the new millennium as 
the beginning of a genuinely new 
Christian era, a time when Christian 
history, so marked by divisions in the 
second millennium, will take a new 
direction.”’ 


Bishop Keeler said the subject of Mary 
is itself of ‘ecumenical importance.’’ In 
the United States, he said, Roman 
Catholic dialogues with the Anglicans, 
Lutherans and Polish National Catholic 
Church have ‘‘given a great deal of 
attention to the special place of Mary in 
Christian faith and teaching.”’ 
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Pope’s S. American trip met with tension

ANTOFAGASTA, Chile — Pope 
John Paul II visited Chile to celebrate his 
success as an international mediator, but 
he soon found himself embroiled in deep 
domestic divisions regarding the 13-year 
rule of Gen. Augusto Pinochet. 

Although the pope repeatedly preached 
against violence as a means of change, 
violence became a part of the trip, with 
more than 400 people injured in clashes 
between police and anti-government 
demonstrators at several papal events. 

The pope heard Pinochet justify his 
military government’s actions as a defense 
of the ‘‘authentic values of the Christian 
West’? against international Marxist 
subversion. He prayed briefly with 
Pinochet and his wife in the chapel of the 
presidential palace. 

During the April 1-6 trip, the pope also 
met opposition political leaders, saw 
numerous anti-government signs at papal 
events and witnessed a bloody clash 
between demonstrators and police at a 
papal Mass. 

Signs accused the government of 
murder, torture, kidnapping and being a 
dictatorship. Pinochet’s reign also has 
been the focus-of stiff criticism from the 
Chilean bishops and international human 
rights organizations. 

The pope did not offer to mediate. 
Instead, he outlined dialogue and 
reconciliation as the means by which 
Christian societies should solve their 
differences. 

On March 31, as he flew toward South 
America on his 13-day trip to the 
continent, Pope John Paul characterized 
Chile as a dictatorship in transition to 
democracy. He also said the church was 
obliged to champion human rights in that 
country. 

During his visit, he developed two 
major principles: respect for human 
rights and rejection of violence as the

means to socio-political change. 

Both have applications in Chile. The 
first easily could be interpreted as implied 
criticism of Pinochet. The second could 
be interpreted as criticism of guerrilla 
movements gaining recruits among 
frustrated youths. 

The pope voiced the theme of non- 
violence in Montevideo, Uruguay, his 
first stop, March 31, and repeated it at 
major stops in Chile. 

He gave tacit support to non-violent 
opposition leaders seeking a quick return 
to elected government. 

Pinochet, 71, has offered a gradual 
plan for return to civilian government 
that could keep him in office until 1997. 

On April 1, his first day in Chile, Pope 
John Paul listened as Pinochet described 
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his military government as a bulwark of 
Western Christianity against a tide of 
Marxism. 

The next day, the pope told Santiago 
slumdwellers that ‘‘active participation in 
public life’? — including the ‘‘election of 
public officials’? — is part of a Christian 
political society. Residents of the poor 
neighborhoods’ had presented the pope 
with their grievances against the 
government, citing high unemployment 
and‘ barriers against political 
participation. 

The pope also met April 4 with several 
political opposition leaders, including a 
Communist Party official. In earlier 
letters to the pope, the leaders pledged 
their parties to reject violence as a tool for 
political reform. 
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Popular participation in public life ‘‘is 
not foreign to the well-known democratic 
tradition of the noble Chilean people,”’ 
the pope said, ° 

Prior to Pinochet’s coup, Chile had 46 
years of elected civilian rule under a 
multiparty system, a record for Latin 
America. 

The pope advocated respect for human 

. rights and removal of social injustices, but 
said these were impossible to achieve 
through violence. 


Banners accusing the government of 
torturing political prisoners were raised at 
several papal events. In Concepcion April 
4, the pope spoke directly to the matter, 
Saying the .church ‘‘denounces the 
practice of moral and physical torture.”’ 

Practices of torture are ‘‘infamous in 
themselves’ and they ‘‘dishonor more 
their practitioners than their victims,’’ he 
added. - 


But ‘‘the path of violence does not lead. 
to true justice for you nor for others,’’ he 
said. 

Violence, however, became a part of 
the papal trip. At an April 3 Mass, police 
and anti-government demonstrators 
clashed, leaving more than_100 people 
injured. The incidents occurred about 
160 yards from where the pope was 
celebrating Mass. 


Prior to the clashes, some of the 
demonstrators identified themselves as 
members of the Leftist Revolutionary 
Movement, a Marxist group. 


The Chilean bishops blanted the 
demonstrators for the ‘‘senseless 
violence,’’ but did not say which 
organizations sponsored the 
demonstrators. 

The pope, without mentioning 
Marxism, told Catholics not to be 
seduced by ‘ideologies seeing 
“programmed class struggle as the 


dialectic solution to conflicts.’’ 
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“I am The Resurrection and The Life; whoever 
believes in me, though he should die, will come to life; 
and whoever is alive and believes in me will never die.”

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Revised Bible better for liturgical use

WASHINGTON — __ A new Catholic translation 
éf the-New Testament is better suited for liturgical use 
than its predecessors, editors of the new version said at a 
press conference held to introduce it. 

. Liturgical use was ‘‘a high priority’’ in the new 
‘translation, said Franciscan Father Stephen Hartdegen, 
‘secretary of the editorial board and director of the US: 
Catholic Biblical Apostolate. 

The new revision also tries to incorporate gender- 
inclusive language wherever this would not do violence to 
the original text or to smooth English reading, the editors 
said. 


The revised New Testament of the New American 
Bible'was made public April 5 in Washington. At a press 
conference April 3, the five-member board of editors of 
the new translation presented it to reporters and answered 
‘questions about it. 

| Benedictine Father Claude Peifer of St. Bede’s Abbey, 
‘Peru, Ill., said the question of sexually discriminatory 
language ‘‘was very much discussed indeed’’ by the 
editors, ‘‘probably more than any other single issue over 
the past eight years.’’ The revision was begun in 1978 and 
completed last year.

“We actually hired an outside consultant’’ on gender 

‘language, said Jesuit Father Francis Gignac of The 
Catholic University of America, chairman of the editorial 
‘board. 
-’ He said the consultant was Marianne Sawicki, who 
holds a doctorate frorn Catholic University and teaches at 
Lexington Theological Seminary in Lexington, Ky. ‘‘We 
found her very helpful,’’ he said, even though ‘‘we could

It does not, however, use gender-neutral terms for God 
or Christ. Nor does it resort to what the board in a press 
‘release called ‘‘inelegant circumlocutions or neologisms”’ 
.to avoid some of the male terminology in ordinary 


English. 


Thus the translation uses ‘‘he’’ and ‘“‘him’’ as third- 
| person singular pronouns and ‘“‘brothers’’ to translate the 
Greek ‘‘adelphoi,’’ although it is clear that the original 
| Greek term meant both men and women when it was used 
| to speak of the Christian community as a family. 

Father Peifer said the editors of the new translation 
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‘‘were not entirely agreed among ourselves’’ on many of 
the questions of gender-inclusive language. 

The ‘‘overriding’” concern, Father Gignac said, was 
that the translation be faithful to the original text. 

The 1970 version of the New American Bible New 
Testament ‘‘is still the liturgical text,’’ Father Hartdegen 
said, but the editors hope that the newer version will be 
adapted for liturgical use and approved for that purpose 
within the next two years or so. 
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Msgr. Myles Bourke of St. Joseph’s Seminary, 
Yonkers, N.Y., said the 1970 version ‘‘was objected to, I 
think rightly so, in liturgical use’? because it was a 
translation based on more creative or original methods. 
These methods, he said,-resulted in ‘‘sometimes fortunate 
renderings’? but also in ‘‘sometimes idiosyncratic”’ 
translations that might confuse hearers or readers. 


. Father Gignac said that by using the more traditional 
method of ‘‘formal equivalency’ in translation — in 
which the translators try not only to capture the meaning 
of the text but also as far as possible the original words, 
style and language structure — the new version has 
restored some of the more ‘‘traditional terminology’’ that 
people had come to link with various scriptural passages. 

In the 1970 version; for example, St. Matthew’s 
narration of the Beatitudes began, ‘‘How blest are the 
poor in spirit: the reign of God is theirs. Blest too are the 
sorrowing; they shall be consoled.”’ 


The 1986 version of the same passage, though newer, 
sounds more traditional. It goes, ‘‘Blessed are the poor in 
spirit, for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. Blessed are 
they who mourn, for they will be comforted.”’ 

‘One of the things we’ve sought is consistency of 
translation for study purposes,’’ said the Rev. John 
Reumann of Lutheran Theological Seminary in 
Philadelphia, the fifth member and only non-Catholic on 
the editorial board. 


Dr. Reumann said his participation in the work 
followed a long tradition of ecumenical cooperation in 
Scripture translation. 

“T don’t think that at any point there were 
denominational lines of division raised’’ in editorial 
debates over translation, he said. 


The Old Testament translation of the New American 
Bible remains the one that was completed in four phases 
between 1944 and 1970. ‘ 

Father Hartdegen, who was involved in the Old 
Testament project since its inception as well as in both 
New Testament translations, said there are no immediate 
plans to do a new revision of the Old Testament. 


Eight U.S. publishers have been licensed to publish the 
revised New Testament of the New American Bible, 
either alone or as part of the whole Bible. 

Reporters were given copies of an edition published by 
Catholic Book Publishing Corporation of New York, the 
first to get the new version on the market. A spokesman 
for that company said its distribution to booksellers began 
in mid-March. 
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Catholics say 
preacher war 
reflects badly 
on religion

WASHINGTON — The dispute 
among fundamentalist television 
preachers ‘‘reflects badly on religion,’’ 
said. Holy Cross Father Theodore 
Hesburgh. 


““We always get in trouble when we get 
too much involved with money,’’ said 
Father Hesburgh, president of the 
University of Notre Dame. 


Father Hesburgh made his comments 
March 29 on the ABC-TV program, 
‘“This Week With David Brinkley.’’ 


The fundamentalist preachers’ dispute 
began when the Rev. Jim Bakker 
resigned March 19 from the’multimillion 
dollar PTL ministry, saying he had been 
blackmailed over a sexual encounter 
several years earlier with a church 
secretary. He said later that the real 
reason for the resignation was that he had 
learned of a plot for a hostile takeover of 
his ministry. 


The initials of the ministry, carried by 
cable television to an estimated 13.5 
million homes, stand for  ‘‘Praise the 
Lord’’ or ‘‘People That Love.’’ 


Other Catholic leaders also voiced 
concern about the effects of the dispute 
and of the glitzy, well-financed 
fundamentalist-type TV preaching 
shows. 


Bishop Kenneth Untener of Saginaw, 
Mich., said in an interview with The

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He also said he would discourage 
Catholics from sending money to the 
evangelists because ‘‘the money sent 
intends to build up their own ministries 
and generally is not applied beyond 
themselves.”’ 


He contrasted them to most Catholic _ 
parishes and mainline Protestant groups 
which, he said, ‘‘tend to reach out to the 
poor.”’ 


Henry Herx, coordinator of 
information and education services at the 
U.S. Catholic Conference Department of 
Communication, said that many TV 
fundamentalist preachers ‘‘use tactics 
which are exploitive of the viewers.’’ 
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Many are ‘‘organized like a political 
campaign’’ and are ‘‘constantly 
barraging’’ viewers for money through 
the mail, Herx said. 


“*They’re high gloss, very emotional’’ 
and show that the producers ‘‘understand 
the art of persuasion and how to use the 
media for propaganda,’’ Herx said. ‘‘It’s 
not an intellectual but an ‘emotional 
approach,’’ preying on the lonely and 
troubled, he said.

WASHINGTON — Catholics who 
join the Ku Klux Klan and organizations 
that actively promote racism ‘‘act in 
violation of Catholic teaching,’’ said the 
Administrative Board of the US. 
catholic Conference. 

“These organizations are a scandalous 
contradiction to all that we hold sacred 
and teach in the name of Jesus Christ,’’ a 
board statement said. 

The 50-bishop board, which guides the 
USCC between annual meetings of the 
entire body of U.S. bishops, issued the 
statement in late March. 

The USCC is the: public policy arm of 
the U.S. bishops. 

The board adopted its statement on 
racist organizations because of recent 
‘significant activity by and publicity 
about the Ku Klux Klan and several other 
racist_organizations.”’ 

Incidents of racial confrontation and 
violence in various parts of the country 
“suggest the extent to which racial 
divisions and prejudice continue to exist 
in our social, economic and cultural life,’’ 
the bishops said. 

Two highly publicized racial 
confrontations occurred in recent months 
in New York City and Forsyth County, 
Ga. 

In December, three black men passing 
though the white New York 
neighborhood of Howard Beach were 
attacked by whites. In January, 400 Ku 
Klux Klansmen and supporters threw 
bottles, rocks and mud at about 75 
participants in an interracial brotherhood 
march in Forsyth County. 

‘*Every institution that bears the name 
Catholic should proclaim to all that the 
sin of racism defiles the image of God and 
degrades the sacred dignity of 
humankind,”’ the bishops said in their. 
statement. 

Quoting from the U.S. bishops’ 1979 
pastoral letter on racism, the bishops 
called racism a sin that ‘‘divides the 
human family, blots out the image of God 
among specific members of that family, 
and violates the fundamental human 
dignity of those called to be children of the 
Father..”’ 


Cardinal urges support 
for anti-abortion policies 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Cardinal 
hn Bernardin, chairman of the U.S. 
hisbops’ Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities, has urged congressional support 
for continuation of anti-abortion policies 
which govern U.S. foreign aid. He made 
the appeal in a March 30 letter to the Senate 
Foréign Relations Committee and House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. ‘‘I urge you to 
help retain policies which prevent U.S. 
support of groups promoting abortion as a 
method of population control,’’ wrote 
Cardinal Bernardin, archbishop of 
Chicago. The policies ban aid to groups 
which promote abortion as a method of 
family planning and to organizations or 


programs which support or manage. 


programs of forced abortion and 
involuntary sterilization. 


CRS to continue aid to 
war-torn El Salvador 


NEW YORK (NC) — The Latin 
America director of Catholic Relief 
Services said the agency and its local 
counterparts in El Salvador were 
determined to-continue promoting 
development efforts despite disruptions by 
the country’s ongoing civil war. The CRS 
official, Terence Martin, compared the 
situation to providing transfusions for a 
wounded man who is still bleeding. It may 
not be possible to measure ‘‘net gain,’ he 
‘said, but the effort cannot stop. He made

Hong Kong paper warns 
churches against politics 


HONG KONG (NC) — A series of 
articles in a Hong Kong newspaper has 

warned Christian churches against 
engaging in political activity after the 
British territory reverts to the People’s 
Republic of China in 1997. Some observers 
say the articles reflect official thinking in the 
People’s Republic of China on the issue of 
religious freedom. The series was about 
religious freedom under the Basic Law, 
which will govern Hong Kong for 50 years 
after it is returned to China. The series said 
the’ Basic Law should ‘‘emphasize the 
separation of church and state.’’ To this 
end, ‘‘We must clearly delineate the 
spheres of politics and religion,’’ it said. 
Thechurch should limit itself to “‘questions 
of the ethical and spiritual aspects of life.’’ 


President urges moral 
tone to AIDS education 


PHILADELPHIA (NC) — Schools 
should talk about ‘‘right or wrong’’ when 
teaching about AIDS, and students should 
abstain from sexual relations as the best 
way to avoid the disease, President Reagan 
said April 1. In a speech to the College of 
Physicians of Philadelphia, Reagan labeled 
AIDS ‘‘public health enemy No. 1’ and 
said he is determined to find a cure for the 
disease. AIDS, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome, is usually spread 
through sexual’ relations or intravenous 
drug abuse. Before his speech Reagan told 
reporters he favors sex education for 
students in a context that includes moral 
values. 


Third World debt 
needs ‘moral solution’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Solving the 
$1 trillion Third World debt crisis by 
endangering the poor constitutes a 
‘*scandal’’ that must be averted by debtors 
and lenders alike, Bishop William K. 
Weigand of Salt Lake City advised U.S. 
senators April 1. Testifying for the U.S. 
Catholic Conference to the International 
Finance. Subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Banking, Housing and 


Urban Affairs, the bishop discussed moral 
principles in the debt crisis, in which poor 
nations owe huge sums to banks in 
developed countries. He said the net 
transfer of nearly $30 billion in 1986 from 
suffering debtor nations to industrialized 
countries ‘‘is much more than a set of 
problems calling for a technical solution.”’ 
“It isascandal,’’ he continued, ‘‘it calls for 
a moral solution that should entail 
significant sacrifices on the part of those 
who benefit materially from this 
situation.”’ 


Catholic judge will 
hear abortion case 


PHILADELPHIA ENC). — 
Pennsylvania Chief Justice Robert N.C. 
Nix Jr. declined March 30 to hear a petition 
questioning the ability of a Catholic judge 
to preside over an abortion trial. Attorney 
Richard. Sprague, who represents Dr. 
Joseph L. Melnick, raised the issue March 
25 when he asked Philadelphia Common 
Pleas Judge Albert F. Sabo to disqualify 
himself.. In addition to the judge’s 
‘‘religious convictions,’’ the defense cited 
‘this relationship with the prosecuuon and 
his expressed bias against criminal 
defendants.’’ Melnick was originally 
charged with murder and manslaughter in 
connection with the 1984 abortion 
performed on a 13-year-old girl who was in 
her eighth rnonth of pregnancy. He was 
cleared of those charges, but charges of

under the state’s 1983 Abortion Control 
Act still stand.
